Rev. John MacDougall, D.D., pioneer 
Indian missionary died at his home in 
Calgary Monday night, the 15th inst., at 
the age of 74 years. Three daughters 
and five sons survive him’ Three of his 
sons are now overseas with the Canad- 
ian forces. John MacDougall was a 
son of Rev. George MacDougall, the 
earliest Methodist missionary to Indians 
in western Canada and was born at 
Owen Sound, Ont., Dec. 27, 1842, and 
was the fiirst child korn on the shores 
of Georgian Bay. The family moved to 
Norway House on Lake Winnipeg in 
1860. With the exception of the few 
years which he attended school in the 
east, his whole active life has been spent 
in the west and devoted to Christianiz- 
ing and educating the Indians.
